DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-3, 5-80 & 83-89 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The claims, as currently presented are allowed because no references, or 
reasonable combination thereof could be found, which disclose, suggest or 
teach, the recited features of independent claims 1 , 9, 70, 79, 86, 88 and 89. 
The prior art fails to disclose or teach a game of chance, providing at least one 
game card having a pattern, including a cell that contains a blank spot, a 
numbered spot and a free spot, determining a winning pattern, drawing the 
winning pattern from a predetermined set of cell content, wherein the winning 
pattern includes at least one of the cell that contains the blank spot, the free spot 
and a numbered spot, determining that the pattern matches the winning pattern 
and determining a payout, as required by the independent claims. 

The combination of Yoseloff (US Patent 6,398,645) and Weingardt (US 
Patent 5,727,786), teach an Electronic Bingo game with multi-card play ability. 
However, the combination of Yoseloff and Weingardt fails to teach each and 
every recited feature of independent claims 1 , 9, 70, 79, 86, 88 and 89.
